Gaetano Bresci, an Italian silk weav- 


er, lately of Paterson, X. J., shot and 
killed King Humbert of Italy at Monza, 
Italy, on July 29,1900. He was imme- 
diately arrested, tried, found guilty and j 
given the extreme penalty of, the Ital- 
ian law, imprisonment for life, with 10 
years' solitary imprisonment. Sentence 
was passed Aug. 20,1000. 


Humbert was a victim of pure an- 


archy. It is a curious fact in the record 
of anarchistic assassinations in recent 
years that the criminals have nearly all 
been Italian anarchists. 
Cfiniot was 


slain by Santo, June 24, 1894; Canovas 
was killed by Golli, Aug. 8, 1807, and 
Luccheui murdered the Empress 
of 


Austria in September, 1898. Italian an- 
archists unsuccessfully attempted tho 
lives of Crispi in 1894 and of Diaz in 
1897.

In HoboUen, N. J., Mrs. Bresci main- 
tained that he did not commit suicide. 
"He was murdered,'1 said she, repeating 
the words again and again. 
"I had a 


letter from him one week ago," she said.

and they did everything they could to 
make him insane so he would kili him- 
self, but they never succeeded in making 
him do that."

But Machinists Are Confident 


of Ultimate Victory

NEW ENGLAND SITUATION 


Shows a Gain of 1500 In the Number 


of Men Returned to "Work—Com 
promise la Building Trades Strltte 
at Portland—Other Labor Troubles 


Washington, May 24.—Several hun- 


dred additions x to the ranks of the 
strikers, two score or more firms sign- 
ing the agreement with the men, leav- 
ing approximately 30,000 or 35,000 men 
still out, aad 
possibly material ac- 


cessions to the roll of strikers, is, in a 
nutshell, the machinists' strike situation 
throughout the country. While several 
railroads have adjusted their difficulties, 
trouble.with other roads Is Imminent. 


President O'Connell of the Interna- 


tional Association of Machinists, who is 
conducting the strike, in summarizing 
the situation last night, said: 


"The situation now shows that we 


are largely the gainer in the number of 
settlements made. 
-The adjustments 


reported during today show a^ain in 
New England of 1500 in the number of 
men returned to work, with the demands 
gralfted; of 500 or 600 in OWo, andprob- 
ably 1000 in Pennsylvania. 


"About 1000 men struck today. There 


are some additions in Philadelphia and 
some in the Seaboard Air Line shops 
at Amerlcus, Ga. Our policy is to dis- 
courage bringing out any more men 
than is absolutely necessary to effect the 
success of the movement" 


Mr. O'Connel! said the strike of the 


machinists on the Seaboard Air Line 
would occur today. He said the strik- 
ers would number between 500 and 600. 


Advices to headquarters here indicate 


that at San Francisco many of the small- 
er concerns are ready to grant the de- 
mands, but are not ready to sign the 
agreement At Indianapolis the Ameri- 
can Bicycle 
company is reported as 


agreeing to the demands, but refusing 
to sign the agreement The same con- 
dition exists at several other points, and 
the matter is being left to the local or- 
ganizations to settle. 


Mr. O'Conaell said that he could not 


understand such, a policy on the part of 
the employers, but was not disposed to 
haggle over a miiwr issne, and if neces- 
sary would oot insist «B the men stay- 
ing out on account of that technicality. 
He said the organization of meu is suf- 
ficient to enforce their demands, and 
that the question of signature was com- 
paratively trifling. 


Aside from the action of the nearly 


400 machinists employed' by the Good- 
year-Shea Machinery company, who 
left work yesterday, there has been no 
very decided change in the strike situa- 
tion at Boston. There Is an uneasy feel- 
ing among the large number of machin- 
ists and helpers employed at the Atlantic 
Works, b«t they are not organized, and 
the union officials de not wish to have 
them strike until they have perfected 
their organlzatien. 


Meantime, 'President O'Oonnell. who 


Is directing the strike, holds that the sit- 
uation is getting brighter, and stands 
by his prediction that next Monday 
morning will witness the resumption of 
iwork by the great majority of the men 
who went out.

tiawrence Linemen Yield 


[ Boston, May 24.—Between 700 and j 
>800 electrical linemen in Boston and 
along the lines of the New England Tele-

R was tBe work of Miles 
Coverdale, who iacofporateTd, with revi- 
sions, Trndal^s books of the New Testa 
ment, of the Pentateuch and of Jonah, 
and for the rest translated fiom. German 
and Latin versions. It was thus only 
partly original and in that part just a 
translation of a translation. No perfect 
copy of this Bible is known to exist. 


Coverdale's Bible Ts called both "the 


Treacle Bible" and* '"the Bug Bible," 
from t\vo curious renderings. 
The pas- 


sage in. Jeremiah wfiich we now read, "Is 
there no balm in Gilead?" is rendered. 
"Is there no more treacle in Galahad?" 
And in the Psalms, "Thou shalt not be 
afraid of the terrors by night," reads 
"Thou shalt not nede to be afrayed foi 
any bugges by night." 
In the Ninth 


Psalm, "Put them intfear, O Lord," is 
rendered by CoYerdsia as, "Set a school- 
master over them."

•were in their combined action! the poli- 
tical power which gave birth to a new 
sovereign nation, not the people of the 
territories then in existence or after- 
ward acquired. 


The states of the union, therefore, 


the majority hold, are still the seat of 
political p&wer, and territories or new 
possession^ can be' incorporated within 
the national domain, 
constitutionally 


speaking, tonly through, the conscious 
,will of the states, expressed by con- 
gressional action in statute or treaty.

OF INTEREST" 


A' sub-committee of the 
United 


Btates industrial commission 
held a 


meeting at Fifth avenue hotel, New 
(York, Wedntesday, for the purpose of 
getting some information, about flnan-* 
ceering. Colonel Clarice presided, and 
the important witness was Jacob H. 
Schiff of the firm, Kuhn, Loeb and 
company, which is- believed to have de 
'fceated the J. P. Morgan interests in 
ithe recerJt fight for c'ontrol of 
the 


Northern Pacific. The "community of 
interest" in railroading was brought 
up and was explained by Mr. Schiff. 
[A few of the questions and answers 
as reported in the New York papers 
twill tell the story best: 


"It is a matter of a common knowl- 


edge," said Colonel Clarke, the pre- 
siding officer, "that great movements 
are goitfe- on in the principal railroads 
Can you describe to us, without dis- 
closing any 
business 
secrets, 
the 


methods employed and the objects ex- 
pected to be derived " 


"X presume," replied the witness, 


*'y'ctu are referring to the 'community 
Of interest' movement. The owners of 
railroads are forced to take steps to 
protect themselves against 
the de- 


moralization and consequent depres- 
•ionl of value of property brought 
about by anti-pooling legislation. 
It 


te human nature that every man tries 
to get ahead of his neighbor. As a 
consequence, when one carrier makes 
a rate of transportation the shipper 
goes to a competing road to cut under 
that rate, and the res-nit has been! more 
dangerous to the weaker interests of 
the country than any possible advan- 
tage derived from anti-pooling legis- 
lation." 


"What is the method of establishing 


this community of interest?" 


"If one road is injurirJg the other by 


redudfhg its rate of traniipoiltation 
and the other road has to meet the 
cut it stands to reason that the earn- 
ings of both are less. Thus the prop- 
erty suffers, and the railroad men are 
•unable to pay high wages to their 
working force. 
If the stockholders of 


the orfe road hold stock in the other- 
net neef-ssarily 
the 
controlling in- 


terest—they will not vote to take any 
action to reduce the values of their 
holdings*. .This is a community of in- 
terest." 


"Do you think this community of 


Interest 
will be carried so far as to 


hrirtg into harmony all the railroads 
Of the country?" 


"I am not a railroad man," replied 


tt* witness, "but X think even a rail- 


road man would tell you that is too 
big a proposition! to be the subject of 
prophecy." 


"Would there be a willingness on 


the part of those owning the capital 
of the railroads- to have the railroads 
subject to a supervisionl that will be 
effectual for the protection of the peo- 
ple's rights?" 


"I have no idea that there would be 


any objection to such supervision." 


Nothing could be clearer, and it is 


frank enough. How, then, in face of 
this, are w& to control railroads in the 
interest of the public as well as the 
interest of the stockholders? Certainly 
not by the methods advised by the 
radical 
thinkers 
and 
politicians. 


Railroads must not "pool," or combine 
so that competition may be maintain 
ed, and they must nbt discriminate in 
the matter of rates so that the ship- 
pers, great or small, may have fair 
play. This is the theory that has been 
given to us by the extreme critic of rail 
roads, but see how Mr. Shin! explains 
the practice! There is just so much 
freight to 'Carry and each road pro- 
poses to have its share of it. The 
shipper knows this: and when he gets 
a good freight rate from one road he 
goes to the other and asks it to under 
bid fpr the sake of getting his busi- 
ness. Business is business, and the 
road secures the shipper if it canL And 
the man who pays for .the underbid- 
ding is the small shipper, whose busi- 
ness is not worth bidding on, or the 
employe of the road. Dividends will 
be made, or something will give way. 


This 
kind 
of competition has a 


limit. Pooling is against the law, but 
an understanding can. be arrived at 
which serves the purpose. 
Thus1 the 


roads, seeing that it is better to di- 
vide business at fair rates than cut 
throats, establish the "community of 
interest," and this interest finds ex- 
pression in many ways. It is a sort of 
reciprocity in railroading, 
with 
the 


shipper left out. Arid it is but fair to 
state that the large shipper is more 
responsible for the sins of railroads 
than the railroads themselves. 


Community of interest takes 
the 


edge of competition and leaves the al- 
lied railroads master of the situation. 
The very large shipper, with mighty 
influence, is still able to get conces- 
sions, but the __ moderate 
and 
small 


shipper are out of it. How far this 
extends in railroading is a question. 
It is said to be very general, but there 
is probably not near as much of it &sf 
rumor would have. However, the pub-* 
lie is interested in having1 as little 
of it as possible, and the way to have 
as little of it as possible is to estab- 
lish a thorough system of government 
inspection and to compel the largest 
possible publicity regarding the busi-f 
ness of railroads as it touches the 
shipping public.

Boston & Maine Wins in Suit Over 


Fitchburg Stock 


The full bench of the state supreme j 


court yesterday overruled 
demurrers 


filed 
by the 
defendants 
in suits 


brought by the Boston and Maine rail- 
road company against John M. Gra- 
ham and others, unQer chapter 426 of 
the acts of 1900, 
for the determination 


of the value <tf preferred stock In the 
Fitchburg road, which they claimed 
the right under the act to sell to the 
plaintiff at a price to be fixed by com- 
missioners, upon the ground that they 
had dissented from the lease of the 
road to the Bosto-n and Maine. 


Earlier holders of the defendants' 


stock had voted the stock in favor of 
the lease at the stockholders' meeting 
in March, 1900, and in view of this the 
plaintiff claimed that the defendants 
were not entitled to have their stock 
bought by the plaintiff. The court so 
decides. It holds that the statute did 
not require the lessee, the Boston and 
Maine, as a condition of its ratification 
of the lease, already executed, to buy 
all the stock of anly member of either 
corporation to- the lease who saw fit 
to file a written declaration of dissent 
although he previously had taken part 
in the corporate act by which tho 
lease was made, and had voted for it 
upon the seme stock which he now 
undertakes to sell.

GEEAT LOVES OP AST AITD BOOKS. 


Hl» Wide Knowledge ot Diverse Sub- 


ject* Often Surprise* People—Busi- 
ness Ability Proved Iby Els Rise In 
Life—Tales of IIU Attitude Toward

James J. Hill, whose name has been 


mentioned a good deal of late In con- 
nection with Northern Pacific affairs, 
lives in a red stone house on tho east 
bank of the Mississippi at St. Paul. 
Everybody knows that he had a hum- 
ble business beginning on a steamboat 
levep at St. Paul. There is a tradition 
that he was a roustabout in the serv- 
ice. In any event, he assisted in han- 
dling freight 
His rise Is In itself 


proof that he possesses unusual abil- 
ity, says the New York Sun. He was 
c capital story teller as a young man. 
In the early days when the volunteer 
fire department was a feature of city 
life he was an ardent volunteer. The 
members used to take turns ot waiting 
upon one another when they were ilj, 
and one old settler long remembered 
the time he was laid up from an acci- 
dent and young Hill came to sit with 
him. 
He would lie awake nearly all

Experimenting to fie Dome on the 


West Coa»t. 


"In the early sixties cotton growing 


was started on the west coast of Afri- 
ca," says Consul Boyle at Liverpool In 
a report to the state department at 
Washington, "the Incentive being the 
opportunity afforded by the disorgani- 
zation of the cotton trade of the United 
States consequent on the civil war at 
that time," but the experiments cannot 
be considered to have been a success. 


Mr. Boyle says that English shipown- 


ers are now arranging to send expert 
American cotton growers to the west 
coast of Africa to renew experiments 
in the growing of cotton In that coun- 
try. The firm Is not oversangulne as to 
the result. 
The members look upon 


their enterprise as purely experimental. 
It is safe to assume, however, the con- 
sul says, that the trials conducted un- 
der their auspices will be thorough and 
conclusive. 
He says they have won 


practically all of the Canary islands 
trade, and they do more business not 
only as carriers, but commercially, 
with the west coast of Africa than any, 
other firm in the world. 


The consul also says that the Ger- 


mans are trying to establish cotton 
growing in their west coast colonies. It 
Is also proposed to make-experiments 
under British auspices in Sierra Leone 
and Liberia, but Liverpool cotton men 
do not attach much importance to the 
enterprise. The general opinion in Lon- 
don is tbat the southern states will 
have a monopoly of producing cottoa 
mostly in favor not only in the United 
States, but on the continent and ia 
England, for general purposes.

VieTs-s of Bi-ltlsli Papers on Hl» Gift 


to Scottish t/nivei-sttlea. 


According to the British educadonal 


authorities the adminiatration "^f An- 
drew Carnegie's gift of $10,000,000 to 
establish free education in the four 
Scotch universities, Edinburgh, Glas- 
gow, Aberdeen and St. Andrews, pre- 
sents considerable difficulties, and for 
this reason the Scottish papers for the 
present are rather looking the gift 
horse in the mouth, while the English 
press Is inclined to cavil at the method 
of Mr, Carnegie's munificence, says a 
London dispatch to the New York Her- 
ald. 


The Edinburgh Scotsman says edi- 


torially that Mr. Carnegie's offer Is 
"disconcerting from its very magnia- 
cence" and proceeds to show how thfe 
gift might disorganize the whole edu- 
cational system. It points out that the 
fees which students pay are only a 
small part of the cost 'of educating 
them, the remainder being supplied by 
endowments, and that if Mr. Carnegie's 
project were to bring an increase of 
students the universities ivould be 
compelled to appeal to the public for 
further funds. 


The London papers reflect these dif- 


ficulties, while expressing admiration 
and gratitude. "It is obvious," says 
The Times, "tbat this splendid gift 
cannot leave Scotch education as It j 
•sras before. Cambridge has not been 
lucky enoogfc to be associated by birth 
or otherwise with a transatlantic mil- 
lionaire, but nobody south of the 
Tweed will envy the Scotch universi- 
ties if we can only be sure that Mr. 
Carnegie's generous donation will be 
•well applied and administered in the 
best interests of education. 
Splendid 


as the promised gift may appear^ it 
ought not to be allowed to pauperize 
the whole system of university educa- 
tion In Scotland, where the sturdy.spir- 
it of Independence has been among the 
moral and intellectual characteristics 
of the nation." 


The Daily Telegraph says: "Crcesua 


was commonplace compared with Mr. 
Carnegie. It requires little insight In- 
to one of the deepest characteristics of 
Scotch life to realize that this Is pre- 
cisely an act calculated above all oth- 
ers to make the name of Carnegie as 
permanent as that of John Knox him- 
self."

clinging to upturned lifeboats, spars and 
bits of wreckage. The entire forward 
part of the steamer had disappeared from 
view beneath the waves, and a small part 
of the stern alone was above the water's 
edge and was packed with humanity. 


"Good picture," continued the dealer. 


"Good picture, but ii does not seem to bo 
any too popular these days. I remember 
the time not long ago when you couldn't 
find a forecastle without half a dozen pic- 
tures of Trrecks at sea. Now they rot 
away in the showcases before we sell a 
single one. 


"Every notion store window along 


South and West streets was an art gal- 
lery. Except for a few old timers no- 
body sells these pictures along the watei 
front now. The reason for the change ia 
that the old time sailor is dying away 
fast, and the forecastles are now filled 
with stokers, trimmers and gracious 
knows what else. 


"One or two western marine papers 


still offer nautical lithographs for sale, 
but I imagine they do not bank money 
with the proceeds. 
I recall the tinij. 


•when the walls of the average forecastle 
were lined with world famed pictures. 
Pictures of the Dreadnaught, Sovereign 
of the Seas, Red Jacket, Flying Cloud, 
Lightning, Challenger and other crack 
Yankee clipper ships were sold by the 
thousands. 
They usually brought 25 


and 50 cents each, but not ia frequently 
went for $1. Pictures of the loss of the 
Arctic, Atlantic, Hungarian. Anglo-Sax- 
on, Ville du Havre, Schiller and Deutsch- 
land used to sell like hoc cakes. 


"It is odd that sailors of the old school 


should have desired to decorate theii 
forecastle homes with thrilling scenes of 
shipwreck, but it is nevertheless a fact 
On one occasion the ship Sea Witch 
saved more than 150 passengers from a 
burning steamer, and the crew went in 
a body to the forecastle and tore from 
the walls a picture of the destruction ot 
the Austria by fire. This picture was a 
horrible spectacle at drowning humanity, 
the names beiaf represented as leaping 
up to the topmasts. Hundreds of bodies 
•were depicted floating in the water. Tho 
men tore the picture down because they 
Bald it did not do justice to the sceue 
which they had jest witnessed. 


"One of the chief reasons for the bi§ 


sale of nautical litbojrraphs in the old 
days was that the sailors did not leave 
their ships at the completion of each voy- 
age. The forecastles were the heiulquur- 
ters of fiddles, songs, dances, tobacco 
and stories from the watch below. Steam 
has killed the good old forecastle, and 
the crew jumps the average steamer for a 
new love each trip. 
They don't have 


time to hang up chromos even if they had 
the desire, which they have not. 
Thfj 


are a lot of canalefs that are going to 
sea these days."—New York Suu-

FROM COW TO CONSUMER 


What Happens to Milk in Plant of New 


Milk Company 


Years ago a' cow and a tin pall were 


considered a 
sufficiently 
elaborate 


equipment for the conduct of the milk 
business. Viewed in the light of the 
modern ideas under which 
such 
a 


plant as that of the North Adams mlik 
company is run, however, the cow is 
apparently a very minor part of the 
outfit. It is perha-ps well that 
this 


faithful animal does not realize what a 
lot of things modern SCK-TICO 
does 
to 


her contribution to human welfare be- 
fore it is considered ~aitabie for use, 
or she might feel that reflections viere 
being- cait on her honesty and ability. 


The complete plant of the now com- 


pany near tho fair grounds has now 
been in operation not quite a 
week, 


but is runnng- smoothly ,and tomorrow 
afternoon and evening1 will be tiio oc- 
casion of a public 
reception 
there 


when all are invited to see the process 
through which milk goes On its way 
from cow to customer. Already many 
have taken advantage of the several in 
vitations extended by the company to 
inspect the plant, and have been im- 
pressed with the evidence of care and 
cleanliness in the handling: of this del- 
icate product by the- nC-\v methods. 


The most impressive to a visitor at 


the plant is the absolute cleanliness 
that prevails, 
Concrete floors for the 


building- allow daily washings with the 
hose ,the men who care for the 
roilk 


are clad in white suits, and every pains 
is taken to preserve the purity of the 
milk. Nest to this feature, is the size 
of the plant, and the 'number of pro- 
cesses required for the disposition of 
the milk in the various ways intended* 
by the company. 


The tour of inspection begins at the 


reciving- platform at one end of the 
building-. This 's considerably higher 
than the Hocr of ths building-, as the 
milk is carried from one process to an- 
other by gravity.. TO this platform are 
brought the big cans of milk from the 
surrounding- farms_ It should be under 
stood that this milk has 
all 
been 


aerated by the farmers, 
each farmer 


who supplies the establishment 
wifh 


milk being- provided with suitable ap- 
paratus for quickly freeing the milk 
of its animal heat and thus nroservin™ 
its sweetness longer than ordinary milk 
even if nothing more were done to it. 


Each can is tagged with.the name of 


the farm from which it comes, and the 
milk of each dairy is kept separate, so 
that if desired any customer can have 
delivered the milk of any particular 
farm, with absolute confidence that it 
is what has h?en asked for. 
*From these cans the milk is nOurpd 


into a tank, from which it runs into 
the clarifier steady. 


The clarifier, 
working on the prin- 


ciple of a separator, that of centrifugal 
force, effectually removes all dirt and 
foreign substances from the milk, with 
out allowing it to lose its cream and 
sends it in a clean stream down to the 
next iprocess. The average milk as it 
comes from a well kept dairy appears 
to be the very essence of cleanliness, 
which shows that things are not al- 
ways what they seem, as the amount 
of foreign matter taken from the clean- 
est of milk proves. 


From the clarifier the milk funs in- 


to another tank, from which 
it 
is 


drawn to the bottlng- apparatus, unless 
it is turned aside to the 
pasteurizer. 


This bottling apparatus 
consists of a 


traveling tank, with many small tubes 
each just clearing the top of a bottle 
below, and so constructed that 
one 


pressure of its lever allows the filling 
of IS bottles. The small 
paper caps 


are then put in, and the 
bottles, in 


cases, are taken to the cold storatre 
and surrounded with cracked ice which 
remains "bout the bottles till they are 
delivered. As this process 
is 
gone 


through with at night, the milk deliv- 
ered to the homes next morning- is as 
fresh as if brought directly from the 
farms, and the clarifying, 
and 
still 


more the pasteurizing- gives it 
added 


keeping qualities. 


Pasteurized milk, however, is really 


the specialty of the concern^ For this, 
the milk is taken as it comes from the 
clarifier, before it goes to the bottling 
table, and is run into a large r>atenled 
receptacle, whcro it is subjected to a 
heat of about 150 degrees for 20 min- 
utes, ami then cooled to about 45 de- 
gr?es. This heat kills all the possible 
germs in the milk, and prevents 
it 


from souring- for several days 
longer 


than ordinary millc will keep. It 
is 


then run to the bottling table as before 


The company has its own 
wagons, 


and the drivers are not required 
to 


care for the horse?, thus 
preventing 


any possibility of 
contamination for 


the milk from stable odors. There are 
employed by the company about 
15 


men .and for their use a room is nro- 
vided in the building. 


In addition to clarified and pasteur- 


ized milk, the company has separator 
for cream, butter, butter milk, 
etc, 


nil prepared by 
machinery and with 


every regrard for purity. 


The bottles and cans in which the 


milk is kept are all washed by 
ma- 


olfinery, with free use of steam and 
revolving brushes, so that there is ab- 
solute cleanliness with these. 


The capacity of the plant is about 


12.000 quarts of mill; a day. but as the 
total amount of milk used in this citv 
ir> only about SOOO quarts daily, it 
Is 


soon that this plani provides for fu- 
ture growth on the part of the com- 
munStv. The company now handles 
considerably over a quarter of 
the 


milk used in th" city and about two- 
thirds of the milk it sends out is citho.- 
rlarifiofl or pasteurized according to 
the demand. 


The plant is conducted tinder thf 


supervision of Manager C. Jr. r,u'!. 
who has had a. long .i:id purce-ssful ox- 
porienrp in work cf this kind, coming 
from Sprinrrfirld, and of AV. $. Arno'.J 
.it the coiiipany. It furnishes an inter- 
esting series of proppsses, which a? 
Rnnrnbing now to North Adams, 
arc

Mr. An- 
thony is prou^d of the work of "his pu- 
pils, as he has a right to be, and there 
is reason to believe that it will com- 
pare very favorably with that done by 
children of the same ages in any part 
of the state. The drawings are work of 
children from five to 15 years old.
